Observe 150th Anniversary 
Of Bill Of Rights Today 


The one hundred and fiftieth an- 


niversary of the ratification of the 
Bill of Rights, the first ten amend- 
ments to the U. S. Constitution, is 
being observed today. Here are the 
ten amendments of which every 
American is justly proud: 


ARTICLE I 


Congress shall make no law re- 


specting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof; or abridging the free- 
dom of speech or of the press; or 
the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble and to petition the Gov- 
ernment for a redress of grievances. 


ARTICLE n 


A well-regulated 
militia being 


necessary to the security of a free 
State, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be in- 
fringed. 


ARTICLE HI 


No soldier shall, in time of peace, 


be quartered in any house without 
the consent of the owner, nor in 
time of war but in a manner to be 
prescribed by law. 


ARTICLE IV 


speedy and public trial, by an im- 
partial jury of the State and dis- 
trict wherein the crime shall have 
been 
committed, which - districts 


shall have been previously ascer- 
tained by law, and to be informed

"Gravest Hour of Peril" 


These men and their mates saw Pearl Harbor 


through, saw the Navy through what Navy Secretary 
Knox calls its "gravest hour of peril." 


Knox told part of their story in his report yester- 


day—no one probably will ever be able to tell it all— 
and it was a story of heroism, sacrifice and courage of 
which, as Knox said, "the American nation may well 
be proud." 


The portion of the fleet in Pearl Harbor had been 


caught flatfooted by the treacherous Japanese at- 
tacks. "Hardly had the keen-eyed watchers on the 
Navy yard signal tower sent out visual warning of 
the approaching raiders, when high explosives and 
incendiaries began to rain down, 


Fke, Flame, Explosions 


There was fire, flame, explosions—a Banteesque 


scene as oil-coated harbor water ignited and bil- 
lowed up-/'' 


There were tremendous moments. 
"With the ship (an aircraft tender) already on 


fire from repeated high altitude attacks, her anti- 
aircraft batteries downed a plane which crashed in 
flames on her deck. At this moment her captain ob- 
served the shadow of an enemy two-man submarine 
approaching within a few yards - . - Hits were scored 
immediately . . . The tender then shot a second 
plane..." 


"On a submarine base dock a bluejacket, carry- 


ing a heavy machine gun for which there was no 
mount immediately available, shot the weapon from 
his arms, staggering under the concussion of the 
rapid fire ... 


Out of Brig Into Action 


"One seamanJiad been confined to his battleship's 


brig for misconduct a few days earlier. When an ex- 
plosion tore open the door, he dashed straight for his 
battle station on an anti-aircraft gun ... 


"At the several naval air stations attacked crews 


dashed into the flames enveloping planes set ablaze by 
incendiaries, stripped off free machine guns and with 
them returned the enemy's fire. In at least one in- 
stance an enemy craft was shot down ... 


"Lying in a hospital bed when the first air raid 


alarm sounded, one officer leaped up, brushed aside 
nurses and ran across the Navy yard to his ship - - - 
fought . . . with gallantry and zeal despite his ill- 
ness ... 
.Japs Help Marines 


"Several workmen of Japanese ancestry deserted 


their benches to help the Marine defense battalion 
man machine gun nests. Two of them with hands 
blistered fronrhot gun barrels, required emergency 
treatment... 


"Cool as ice, the men who manned the Navy yard 


signal tower from which flashed orders to the an- 
chored fleet, carried out their assignment under a hail 
of machine gun fire and bombs from the enemy . . . 


"Even the lowiy garbage lighters shared the grim 


task. One came alongside a blazing ship which threat- 
ened momentarily to explode. Calmly the yardcraft's 
commander led firefighting both aboard the warship 
and the surface of the harbor. He kept his tiny vessel

of the Baker family, Monday.;

of the family said that George was attending an Air Corps 
school at Hickam Field for the past three months, having 
been transferred there from Wheeler Field, Hawaii, for the 
purpose of receiving special training as an aircraft mechanic. 


Baker, first man from this section to be reported a casu- 


alty in the war in the Pacific, wrote a letter to the folks at 
home on December 2 and mailed it on December 3, four days 
before his death. That letter has just been received by his 
parents at Emmitsburg. 


In that brief communication George disclosed that the 


aeronautical-training school had been closed down and gave 
the impression that action was expected in the Hawaiians. 


With the closing of the school Baker was transferred to 


12-hour guard duty. So far as the family knows he was en- 
gaged in that service when he was killed. Tired from the long 
shifts at his guard post, Baker cut his last letter short prom- 
ising to write more after he got some rest,

Japs on the Run 


The capital realized, however, that 


it might be days, weeks, or even 
months before the electrifying words 
—"action joined"—flashed from the 
fleet. The military situation was of 
more immediate concern, although 
it failed to displace the Navy's of- 
ficial report on Pearl Harbor as the 
No. 1 discussion topic. 


The stout-hearted defenders of 


Wake and Midway continued first 
in the hearts of their country men, 
and several Senators urged that some 
effort be made to relieve the Ma- 
rines who have been battling off 
repeated Japanese attacks on the 
two tiny island outposts. 


The situation in the Philippines 


appeared substantially unchanged, 
with the Japanese landing forces 
still holding three widely separated 
beachheads on the main island of 
Luzon. Enemy raids were reported 
on the Olongapo Naval base, near 
Manila, and on Nichols Field. 


Some Bad News 


There was disquieting news, how- 


ever, from the Malay peninsula 
where Japanese mechanized troops, 
teamed with dive bombers, had 
smashed forward more than 50 
miles on the 400-mile road to Singa- 
pore, the mighty British bastion 
which Japan must take before she 
can proceed safely against 
the 


Dutch East Indies. 


The tide was also running against 


the British at Hong Kong. The de- 
fenders had been forced back onto 
Hong Kong island from surrounding 
positions and Tokyo claimed that the 
fall of that British base was only a 
matter of days away. This, how- 
ever, seemed undue Japanese op- 
timism. 


The Japanese announced a widen- 


ing of the war theatre, reporting 
that they had landed expeditionary 
forces on British north Borneo at 
dawn today despite a heavy gale 
The same announcement said that 
occupation of the U. S. base on the 
island of Guam had been completed 
December 12. This indicated the 
American garrison had been able to 
hold out five days. 


As for the report of Secretary of 


Navy Knox on Pearl Harbor': 
"Bloody Sunday," the reaction of 
official and unofficial Washington 
was generally one of relief. Capito 
Hill, which has buzzed for days with 
horrendous reports that had mosi 
of the fleet wiped out. expressed 
satisfaction that the losses were no 
too great.

NOT DECISIVE

Secretary Knox's report on the 


Pearl Harbor affair is bad enough

Moscow, Dec. 16 (AP)—The Soviet 


government announced today the 
recapture of Kiln and three key 
points in the Tula zone, Indicating 
that the German pincer with which 
Adolf Hitler once hoped to crack 
Moscow's defense system had been 
hammered beyond repair.

The Kaunas correspondent of the 
Stockholm newspaper Aftonbladet 
said some German troops were 
infected by an epidemic which had 
spread eastward from the Ostmark 
area of Poland.)

of Moscow, and vast quantities of 
war equipment.
